Note that we hnd a surplus in- 
stead of a deficit. There are a pood 
many reasons for the sudden fell in 
these three years Inn the principal 
one ia probably the "alr-brnke" 11. 
the new tode which provides tfiat no 
obligation shall be incurred unless 
there are funds on hpnd to meet it. 
It will be a pretty hard task to con- 
vince you that after increasing: the

in the county. 


According to Commissioner Rower, 


the bridge agent told him that a reg- 
ular schedule of prices was fixed by 
the bridge companies for the county 
commissioners, based on. the leagth 
of service as a commissioner. The 
bridge companies, r-econJIng to the 
agent's statement, aimed io divide 30 
per cent of the contract price 
oa 


bridges among the commissioners! 


'•One month after I took my of- 


fice," said Rower, "a bridge agent 
representing an Ohio eomnany had a 
private interview with me in the 
commissioner's office. He and I were 
tho only ones present. 
The agent 


said: 'It is the custom ot the bridge 
panies to allow the commissioners 
a percentage on all bridge contracts. 
The oldest member of the board re- 
ceives 15 per cent, the second 10 per 
cent and the third 5 per cent.'
